Editor of the New North:— . 


I read In your Issue of December 


29. a j letter of Mr. John Spargo In 
which he declined to serve as mem- 
ber of the National Council of -the 
Boy Scouts of America. Of late 
have been casting about for all the 
Information available on 
the 
Boy 


Scout movement, and I certainly wel- 
come any fair and well-founded criti- 
cism of the movement. However, 
beg leave ta lake Issue with 
Mr. 


Spargo through the medium of yoat 
paper. He speaks of his recent visit 
to,England as having given him op 
portunity to observe the Boy Scou't 
movement 
there. He remarks: 
"J 


was painfully Impressed "by the 
fact 


that It undoubtedly makes for the de 
velopment of a dangerous 
military 


spirit. Wherever I went In." England 
I found, a blatant, aggressive J'ngo 
Ism rampant.—That the Boy: Scout 
movement has the effect of adding 
to this menacing militarist spirit Is 
beyond question." 


I regard Mr. Spargo as very much 


mistaken here. If he were well post- 
ed on English conditions he 
would 


have known . that the military spirit 
has, for centuries, been rather pro 
nounced in England. Her standing 
army, compared with that of /the 
United. States. Is large. Her navj 
is today the strongest In the world. 
And "blatant, aggressive, jingoism" 
has for many decades characterized > 
certain class of the English 
people. 


But they do not constitute the ' best 
class of .the English, nor are 
they 


In the majority. The opinion 
that 


the Boy Scou't movement: adds to this 
menacing military spirit 
Impresses 


me as being merely preconceived by, 
Mr. Spargo. This movement Is stll ! 
in Its infancy in England, as in -the 
United States, and It is altogether too 
early to determine what effect it will 
have on the militarism of that coun- 
try. To suppose that the effect 
ol 


putting a boy hi uniform and give 
him a simple course In military dis- 
cipline Is going to develop in him a 
dangerous military spirit Is,. to say 
the least, unwarranted. 
I believe 


that dangerous militarism is rarelj 
to be fqund in the rank and file 
of 


the American people. If there 
Ii 


any quarter where It Is to be found 
it is in connection with the navy de- 
partment. I doubt if there should be 
found 
one desperate case of mili- 


tarism In the city of Rhinelander, and 
this not-with-standlng we hate 
h»j 


for years a company of the state mil- 
itia in our midst. And Rhinelander 
Is an average American community 
The fact of the matter Is that the mil 
itary aspects of the Boy Scout move- 
ment are 
merely incidents 
of the 


main purpose and activities of 
the 


organization. 
This fact Is patent 


to anyone familiar with the 
broad 


scope of the movement: 


Mr. Spargo singles but me of the 


Nine Points of Scout law and com- 
ments on ft. "A Scout Is loyal 
to 


his country, his parents, his 
offi- 


cers, AND HIS EMPLOYERS." (Th« 
capitals are Mr. Spargo's.) In 
re- 


gard to this he remarks: "With much 
of this law I agree, I believe, how- 
ever, that It Is poori service to • the 
boys of the working class in this 
country to emphasize1 loyalty to their 


employers rather than to their o 
class." I believe that such an atU 
tnde should be. crftlclsed most -sev 
erely. A boy who Is loyal to • 
parents cannot to.disloyal to 
.HIS 


class or to.ANY.class. And loyalty 
to a worthy employer is one of the 
first marks of a worthy employ*. 


He continues:. "We cannot .ignore 


the class conflict which characterizes 
tha life -of tha . nation today." In • 
sense this 1*. true; but this class con' 
flict ought not to t>a encouraged. II 
the spirit of comradjhifl is worth any 
thing It ought'to Include ail men. 
And I say It Is most unfortunate for 
any boy. bo hd a son.of a laborer.or 
a capitalist, to be. avowedly taught 
that he belongs to ANY class. .Tnt 
Scout Idea tends to do away 
with 


class Inequality and class prejudice 
Possibly this is the chief reason, why 
t meets with opposition In certain 
quarters. It teaches and establishet 
a pure, simple democracy; It 
im- 


iresses and deepens the idea of. broth 
rhood. It has actually accomplished 
this In England. 


Ralph D. Blumenfleld, editor

Scout movement in England, 
says

Workmen'* Compensation Act 


A demand has grown up for a more 


enlightened and humane system ot 
compensating workmen Injured In the 
course of their employment 
Lossts due to Industrial accident* 


to workmen now fall In the first In- 
stance on the injured employee or in 
case of death upon his wltow and or. 
rhan children. 
This burden can be 


thlfted to the shoulders of the employ- 
er and thus upon society as a whola 
only by means of a lawsuit As the 
law now stands, in order to prevail 
In such an action, the plaintiff must 
ihow that the Injury for which he 
teek* redress was due to the negli- 
gence ot the employer. Even then his 
action may be defeated by showing 
that he was guilty ot contributory 
negligence no matter In tow 
slight 


degree, that the accident was due to 
the ordinary risks of the employment 
which the Uw says he assumed when 
be went to work or that It was due to 
the fault ot a fellow servant Tested 
by these rules probably In not fifteen 
per cent of these personal Injury cases 
does a valid right of action exist In 
the remaining eighty-five per cent not 
only does the loss fall In the first In- 
stance upon the weakest and most de- 
fenseUss members of society but It 
remains there until shifted. If at all. 
by private charity or the operation 
of poor laws. 
Investigation shows that the ex- 


pense of malntanlng the courts for the 
trial of this class of eases often ex- 
ceeds the amount of the 
Judgment 


•ecured by the Injured workmen wno 
resort to litigation for relief. Tax- 
payers could well afford to have the 
compensation recoverable In these ac- 
tions paid out of the public treasury 
and thereby save the expense of maln- 
tanlng the courts for the trial of 
them. But of course there Is no 
reason why taxpayers should assume 
this burden and H would b« a very 
clamsy. unintelligent and Indefensible. 
way of eliminating the 
wastfulness 


characteristic of present methods. 


The present system which bases the 


right of recovery In these cases open 
litigation should so far as possible te 
abolished altogether and a sjstem ol 
Just prompt and certain compensation 
of all wage-earners Injured 
in 
tte 


course of their employment should be 
substituted for It This pUn has re- 
cently been put In operation In New 
York state. For years It his been In 
existence In the leading Industrial 
countries of Europe. In fact no great 
Industrial nation In the world except 
our own retains the archlae, wasteful 
and unjust method which still prevails 
here, Ko time should be lost In deal- 
ing thoroughly with this entire sub- 
ject in order that the reasonable ex- 
pectations of an enlightened public 
opinion may be met the present in- 
justice to men and women who-live 
by manual Ubor abolished and the In- 
dustries cf the state placed upon a 
humane,' satisfactory and endurifg 


It seems to me, however, that of all 


pUns thus far put Into operation, the 
German system Is tbe l>est. It Is com- 
pulsory and requires no contribution 
from employes In accident cases. Sa 
far as possible In view of difference 
In Industrial conditions, tte complex- 
ity of car form ot government and es- 
pecially existing legal obstacles, we 
should approximate our legislation .to 
the German plan. So long as the con- 
stitutions ot tte state and nation re- 
main as they are, any *ystem of work- 
men'* compensation established tere, 
unlike that ot Germany, cannot be
